"PETRA. 


PHARAOH'S TREASURY. 


~The most interesting route from or to Egypt 
is by way of Petra, and the present volume 
contains an excellent account of this somewhat 
difficalt trip. It is a two-volume work beating 
the title ‘The Jordan Valley and Petra,’ by 
Dr. William Libbey, Professor of Physical 
Geography in Princetoa University, and Dr. 
Franklin E. Hoskins of the Syria Migsion at 
Bayrout. Their trip, which wa» made less diffi- 
cult than such trips usaally are by a letter 
from the Waly of Damascus to the Mutaserrif 
of Kerak, asking him to take them down to 
Petra and bring them back again, was from 
Joppa by sea to Sidon and eastward to Mount 
Lebavon, then soath to the Sea of Galilee, 
along the eastern side of the Jordan Valley to 
Petra, the valley of Moses, then back to the 
Dead Sea, and west of it to Jerusalem and 
Joppa. Such a journey leads one ‘into regione 
of country and of history that are far from the 
beaten line of the ordinary traveller.’ ‘The book, 
which contains a unique series of photograph, 
gives a vivid and picturesque account of the 
present condition of the country through which 
the children of Islam passed from their bondage 
in Egypt to the Promised Land. From mach 
material in the volumes that is profitable and 
interesting, we shall confine ourselves to the 
visit to Petra. 

The authors spent five days in the city of 
Petra, ‘a rose-red city half as old as Tima,’ 
where only twenty-five Europeans have entered 
during a hundred years, and nearly all of whom 
entered by stealth, and more than half were 
driven. out after a hurried glance at the won 


dera and mysteries of the place. Not more than} 


three or four were allowed to spend a night 
within the raine, bot our two authors remained 
five days and floated the American flag un- 
molested within the ancient city. The entrance 
to thia ‘strangest city on our planet,’ and the 
first view of ‘Pharaoh’s Treasury’, are described 
as follows: 

‘Seen at morning, midday, or at midnight, 
the Sik, this matchless eatrance to a hiddeu 
city, is unquestionably one of the great, glories 
of ancieat Petra. We wandered on, amazad, 
enchanted, and delighted, not wishing for, no' 
expegting anything that could be finer than 
this, when a look ahead warned us that we 
were approaching some monument worth atten- 
tion, and suddenly we. stepped oat of the 
narrow gorge into the sunlight again. There 
in front of us, carved in the face of the cliff, 
half-revealed, half-concealed, in the growing 
shadows, waa one of the largest, most perfect. 
and most beantifal monuments of antiqnity, — 
Pharaoh’s Treasury !’ 

The volumes are exceedingly well illustrated, 
and contain scientific data that are not gener- 
ally accessible elaewhare.

FINANCIAL ADVISHR'S NOTH. 


THE SPECULATION BOGEY. 


To tae Epiron or THR Eoyptian Gazette. 

Sir,—Both the oritics of the Financial Ad- 
viser's “note of warning,” who style themselves 
“A Sincere Admirer of the British Administra- 
tion in. Egypt” and “Anglo-Egyptian,” are 
evidently persons engaged in business in this 
country and are conseqnently unable to grasp 
“the highest motives of statesmanship,” which 
“A Sincere Admirer’ acknowledges has actuat- 
ed Lord Cromer and Sir Vincant Corbett to 
utter there “ex-cathedra” notes of warning. 
In the first place, these critics appear to pre- 
sume that one of the chief “raisons d’étre” 
of British officialdom in Egypt should be the 
encouragement of capitalists. Up to a certain 
point British capital is resersary for Egypt, 
but too great an influx would be a danger to 
the country, for it woald lead to the formation 
of avery small number of British—or Anglo- 
Jewish, to speak more correctly—capitalists 
obtaining such a gigantic interest in Egypt, 
as to be a menace to its independent govern: 
ment, There is no immediate danger as long 
as Lord Cromer stays at the helm, for he is 
strong enough to copa with this danger, bat 
statesmen must look to the fature, and I ven- 
ture to state that it is these most dangerous 
syraptoms of the development of the powar of 
a very few European capitalists in Egypt which 
Lord Cromer and Sir Vincent Corbett have 
before them, when attering that clasa of state- 
ments to which some of yonrreadersbavetaken 
such exception. Whether Sir Vincent Corbett 
is or is not correct in the statements in his 
Badget Note is a problem the discussion of 
whch is not to the point. Possibly the writer 
of the first letter on this subject in his able 
criticiam of the Financisl Adviser’s statements 
may be perfectly right in showing that they 
are not jaatifisd by the facts. But the vital 
qaestion does not concern such points as the 
maximom value of bnilding sites, etc. The 
real problem is whether the growth of the 
inflaence of any one capitalist or group of 
capitalists is uot likely to develop into a 
serious menace to the good government of 
Egypt; and are not the British administrators 
here justified in warding off that danger by all 
the means that lie in their power? Formy part I 
think there is ample jastification, and the more 
the power of great capitalists is curbed, the 
better it will be for the country to be free 
from those dangerous extraneons inflaences 
which have wrought such havoc in South

Sir,—Duriog a recent visit to Cairo I re- 
marked the superior quality of the meat 
there as compared with that to be found in 
Alexandria. It was explained to me that the 
reason for this was that, whereas, in Alex- 
andria, cattle ara taxad according to their 
weizht, in Cairo, the tax is so much a head, 
consequently, all the best cattle go to Cairo 
and the lean ones, which would not beara 
poll tax, remain here. This explanation is a 
plausible one. Ba this as it msy, it is evident 
that there must be a reason for the pre- 
sence in the “‘paro qaarantenaire” here of 
40 many cattle in sach a poor missrable 
condition that they excite one’s pity. For 
them, the butcher's knife mast be a happy 
release ; bat I dare say that many do rot 
trouble him. 

As the guardians of tha pnb’ic health, 
might one venture to ask oor City Fathers 
to enqnire into the matter. A medical friend 
of mine assored me that the prevalenca of 
ane viain this country was, in a great mea- 
sure, dre to the bad quality of the meat which 
he anthorities allowed to be imported, and 
be advised meto eat as little of it as possi- 
ble.—Youra traly, Enquirer.

SHIPOWNERS AND THE RATES. 


In 8 recent issue we published the text of 
theletter, which Lord Lansdowne, before leav- 
ing the Foreign Office, caused to be addressed 
to the Chamber of Shipping on the future 
administration of theSuezCanal. The “Shipping 
Gazette” voices the Britich--shipping interests 

_in its protest against Lord Lansdowne’s state- 
menta and thus criticises’ the policy which 
Lord Lansdowne foreshadows :— . 
* Pat in a few words, it isa point-blank re- 
fosal to assist them inthe slightest degree, 
although the British Government owns nearly 
half the shares in the Suez Canal Company, 
and although British chippirg provides some- 
thing like three-fourths of the revenue of the 
Canal. The considerations which have led the 


late Foreign Secretary to this decision ean |. 


only be. guessed at, but shipownera will, we are 
afraid, be driven to the conciusion that their 
interests have been deliberately sacrificed to 
the entente on the one band, and to the po- 
verty of the Charicellor of the Exchequer on 
the other. They will also, we fear, form the 


inevitable opinion that their claims have not 
been very cordially backed by the Board of 


Trade, which in this matter has mainly acted 
ag a sort of bottle-holder. 
To come to the details of Lord Lansdowne’s 


letter, we find it firat of’all laying atress on the 
fact that an arrangement in respect of covered- 


in spaces was arrived at in November, 1904, 
between the Board of Trade and the Suez Canal 
Company, and that in the opinion of the Board 


of ‘Prade it provided,for an équitable deduc- 
tion. Bat we are not aware that the Board of 
Trade is specially qualified\to judge on sucha 
point; and in the opinion ‘of shipowners the 


effort made by Wh‘tehall-gardens to settle this 
question was as unbatisfactory as it was un- 
aclicited: Then, again, Lord Lansdowne is 
apparently impressed with the circomstance 
that Suez Canal tonnege dues were settled by 
an International Commission in 1873, and he 
assumes, therefore, that, with sandry modifica- 
tions made from time to time since then, they 
mast be perfect in their impartiality and up- 
to dateness. Nothing is farther from the fact. 
The loose administratidn of its tonnage rules 
by the Suez Canal Company is a most serious 
grievance, if on'y técange it tends to make 
economical tradiog impossible’ in many caser, 
gives preference to one class of ship over 
another, and tends generally to penaliee pro- 
gress in ship construction. If an International 
Commiasion dealt with this eubject in 1878, it 
seems jnet.a possibility that thirty-two years 
later it would be a usefal proceeding to appoint 
another body of the same kind. But Lord 
Lansdowne’s let#er forbids any expectation in 
that direction. ! 

As regards the complaint that tha Suez 
Canal Company have broken the Agreemont 0: 
1888, which provided for the consistent re- 
duction of canal does, Lord Lanedowne makes 
two points. He says, in the first place, that the 
then Governmgnt took no: part in ‘bringing it 
about: In the second place, he accepts the view 
that it was.a mere programme. Itis quite true, 
no doubt, that after vainly trying to settle by 
agreement with M: de Lesseps the questions 
which had arisen, the Government of thatday 
wanted shipowners to deal direct with the 
great engineer, and that they did so. But what 
was the nature of the atrangement made in 
the board-room ofthe P. and 0. Company 
between the shipowners and M. Charles. de 
Lesseps on behalf of his father? Sir Thomas 
Sotherland, in his usefal record of the events 
of that period, héads his account of the variour 
stages. as~follows:— “Agreement Signed,” 
“Natare of Agi ent,” “Agreement accepted 
by the Country.” Mr, Westray, too, who acted 
aa secretary to the shipowners, sent 4 copy. of 
it Off post haste to ib a 


rd Granville, wi 
covering letter in which. he said: ‘I have: the 
honour to forward a copy of an agreement, &c., 
&o.” We also ae ir Thomas Satherland, 
stating in the “P. and O, Pocket Book” for 
1888-9: “It is. also satisfactory at once to 
“ atate that, though by no means agreeable to 
“ shareholders of the Canal, the agreement ‘was 
“ accepted, and hak been loyally carried ont by 
“the company.” “We wonder whether Lord 
Lansdowne was furniched with a copy of thia 
particular article, because it should have con- 
vinced him that tor the Government to say 
that it took no part in the settlement ia very 
mean. It might—also have induced him to 
hesitate. before believirg that the solem: 
meeting in the board room of the P. and 0. 
Company in 1883 was really intended to be 
farcical. 

Lord Lansdowne has, wo fear, given but a 
superficial examination t» this subject. other 
wise be wold not excite ridicule by assnmin 
that when, in 1900, the London Ccmmittee 
acqniesced in the breaking cf the Agreemen: 
of 1+83, they acted as ‘representatives of the 
original parties to the understanding.” By the 
year 1900 the London Committee had deve 
loped for the most part into a self-appointed 
clique. It wes not, indeed, until 19¢4 that 


the shipowners of the conntry ger.eral'y knew- 


that their birthright had been abandoned, and 
without even the compengation of the custo- 
mary mess cf potage. Well may Lord Lans 
downe now ray that “the body known as the 
“ London Committee is not as clorely in 
“ touch as might be desirable with the varion: 
‘branches of the shipping trate” We wish 
he bed seen his way to go farther, and tr 
declare that, in the interesta of British eh‘p- 
ownera in general, the present misrepresen- 
tation of their interesta on the Srez Cana! 
board mu-tceage. That, however, is bound to 
come in time, despite what wa must call th 
timidity of Lord Lansdcwre. For the moment 
1 is trae. Prince d’Arenberg and his satellite. 
are triomphant, bot the ‘accersion of a new 
Government to cffice msy mean ‘new and 
more enlightened views on this snbject. Our 
sincere regret in that the Foreign Minister of 8 
Goverruent which professed to meke British 
trade its firat consideration shonld have heer 
afraid to reviee the charge- at the main toll 
gate of the Empire’s shipping and chould 
have given countenance tothe theory that en 
i aaa may be broken if it ore pays to 
lo #0,

Mr. ‘Frotter gave ‘The 
Chairman,” who, he said,et an example to 
the committee, by the way if which he worked 
for the benefit of every member, The company 
sang “He's a jolly good Fellow,” afrer which 
Mr. Walker briefly replie?, thanking the mem- 
bers for the support given him since he became 
chairman. The singing of “Auld Lang Syne” 
brought a very enjoyable and harmonious, 
evening to a close. 


EGYPTIAN COTTON IN 1905. 


Discussing the cotton trade in 1905, the 
‘Manchester Guardian” states that E.yptian 
-otton, like American, has tended upward 
during the year, and the movement has not 
been merely “sympathetic,” for tbe spinners’ 
demand has coincided roughly with the advance 
in price. Fally good fair was 7¢¢d. on January 
3, and on February 1 it touched 6y%d., the 
loweat point of the year. There have been 
fluctuations, of course, but a fairly steady rise 
brought it to 8yyd. on’ November 6, and 
though this price has-hard'y been maintained 
there has tecn no serious reaction. According 
to official retarus the acreage under cotton in 
Upper Ezypt this reason is 310,699 feddans (a 
feddan cqnals t 8-25 scres) against. 243,409. 
‘eddans Jast season, and in Lower Egypt 
1,255,644 feddans againat 1,193,298 feddans. 
Che total acreage is therefore 1,566,343 fed- 
fans against 1,456,707 feddars last season, 
and the November estimate of the Alexandria 
General Prodoce Association i: dicated a crop 
of 6,780,000 cantars. Subsequent reports have 
been fairly favourable, but at a meeting of the 
Produce Association early in December it was 
decided that this estimate of 6,7£0,000 cantars 
should be considered as & maximum. The

EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM. 


(From THe “Morwine Post”) 

Not the least of the’ reforms which have 
tean introduced’ into the Spdan since the 
overthrow of the Khali‘a must be accounted 
the organisation of the baces of an educational 
ayatem, modelled in accordance with the-most 
modern ideas slong lines adapted to the needs 
of the country. At the present stage of deve 
lopment the achools directly ander the central 
authority of the Education Department, which 
is represented by an Education Office at 
Khartoum, falls under five heads : (1) elemen- 


tary vernacular schools, (2) higher elementary 
schools, (3) instructional workshops, (4) higher 
schools, (5) training colleges. 


Elementary Vernacular Teaching. | 


Naturally the majority of the schools are 
comprised. in the first of thesé classes) The 
ordinary elementary. verdacolar course’ Consists 
of the simplest. principles of religion, reading, 
writing, and the elements of arithmetic, and a 
boy of average ability, entering the school 
when about seven years of age, should work 
through the course in three years. At some of 
the elementary vernacular schools advanced 
classes have lately been formed to train in land 
measurement boys: who wish to enter the 
Sarvey Department. Until recently a school 
was worked in connection with the Steamers 
and Boats Department, apprentioss spending 


-| alternate days in the workshops of the depart- 


ment and in the school. This school has now 
been merged in the Government Elementary 
VernacularSchool at Khartoum, but the system 
of alternate teaching in school and workshop is 
being maintained. According to the returns for 
the current school year, 1905-6, there are alto- 
gether thirteen eleméntary~vernacalar schools 
controlled or inspected by theSadan Education 
Department. Of these there are two in the 
Khartoum Proviner, at Khartoum-and Omdar- 
man ;one in the Suakin Province, at Suakin ; 
four in the Berber Province, at Berber, El- 
Damer, Shendi, and Metemima; two in the Blue 
Nile Province, at Ruffa’a and Wad-Medani ; 
two in the Kassala Province, at Kassala and 
Gadarif; and one apiece in the Dongola and 
White Nile Provinces, at Dongola and Geteina 
respectively. The total number of pupils is 
returned as 783, of whom 684 are classed as 
“natives,” shainly Arabs, and 69-a3 Egyptians. 
The largest elementary vernacular school is 
that at Omdurman, with 130 popils, and the 
smallest that at Metemma, with 21 pupils. 


Higher Grade Schools. 


A boy who has passed satis‘actorily through 
the elementary vernacular course will know 
enough to’enter one of the higher grade schools. 
His choice of a school will depend on the 
career it is proposed he should follow, since the 
higher grade courrea have been carefolly plan- 
ned so as to qualify every bry parsing through 
them to ocenpy some position of publio utility. 
In the schoolsclassed as “Higher Elementary,” 
instruction is given in classical Arabic, religion, 
the elements of the English language, arith- 
metic, geography, geometry, drawing, land- 
measurement, drill, and gymnastics, The 
curriculum is spread over at least four years, 
and on its snccessfal completion a boy will be 
resdy either to enter the higher schonl or to fill 
subordinate posts in various branches of the 
public service, while it is hoped that those 
whose circomstances placa them above the 
need of earning their own livelihood will learn 
enough to lead them in after life to take an 
intelligent view of the responsibilities as well 
as the privileges of their.position. At present 
only four Higher Elementary Schools, with 
511 pupils, are controlled or.inspected by the 
Education Department. That at Khartoom 
forme part of the Gordon College and has 182 
pupils, cf whom 116 are “natives” (27 Arabs’ 
and 41 Blacks) and 65 Egyptians. The others 
are at Omdurman (166 pupils), Suakin (100 
papils), and Halfa (63 pupils). 


Technical Instruction. 


What are called Instractional Workshops 
form another olasa of higher-grade schools. At 
present there is in existence only one solitary 
representative of this typa of school—the 
Instructional Workshop, fonnded by Sir Wil- 
liam Mather in the Gordon College. It has 
been decided, however, to open shortly schools 
of a similar character -in Omdurman and 
Kassala, while reference has already been 
made to the technical instraction imparted in 
cornection with the Elementary Vernacular 
School at Khartoum. In the Mather Workshops 
—where considerable extensions are contem- 
plated — practical instruction is given* in 
carpentry, smith’s work, and the fitting and 
ronving of machinery } the elements of arith- 
metic and drawing ate also. taught, and all 
the boys are obliged to drill. There are 92 
pupils on the register, of whom 12, are Egyp- 
tians, 15 Arabs, 19 Blacks,\ and 8 Berberine, 
8 large number being designated “mixed 


natives,” 


Professional Training. 


Of the Hicher Schoola there-is also at 
present only one representative, and thia, too, 
is in connection with the Gordon College. It 
is designed for stadenta who have satisfactorily 
completed the courses in the Higher E'rment- 
ary Schools, who are preparing to become 
assistant engineers, Overseers, or surveyors. 
As yet it can boast of only 15 pupils. More 
popular is the Training. College which has. 
been started at Khartovm, in connection with 
the Gordon College, for the purpose of enabling 
students to qnalify for responsible positions in 
the Departments cf Edacation and Justice 
(Mohamedan. Conrts). This has 108 names 
evrolled on its books this year, all described 


38 natives and 97 ofthem Arabe. The course 1:

is an advanced one, intended for students 
between the ages of 17 and 24, and as now 
arranged covers five years. It is noteworthy 
that «ll instroction isin .the vernacolar 
language. Another Training’ College with a two 
years’ course has been founded at Omdorman 
for the purpose of training teachers for the 
Elementary Vernacular Schools. This has 27 
pupils (24 Arabs), but a third Training College 
under the Education Department, established 


at ‘Suakin, is oredited with only 8 couple of 


atadents, both Arabs. 

Importance of Gordon College. 

‘The foregoing particulars may perhaps 
suggest a question whether the educational 
system which is being established in the Sudan 
is not a little too much ofa machine for tarn- 
ing out Government officials, though the need 
for reliable subordinate native agents is ad- 
mittedly great: Doubtless, if there is any sach 
‘tendenoy- it witl ba corrected as time goes on. 
It is apparent how important a part the Gordon 
Collegeis playing in promoting higher éduca- 
tion in the Sudan. Of the nine achools and 
colleges controlled or inspected by the Edu- 
cation Department, other than Elementary 
Vernacular Schools, the Gordon. College oom- 


}prises’ four, and out of 750 pupils it claims 


892. Including the Elementary Vernacular 
Schools the Department has under it 22 schoola 
of all classes, situated in 15 towns scattered 
over eight of the dozsn provinces in the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sadan. There is thus ample room for 
the extension of the good work begun doring 
the last few years. The total namber.-of pupils 
is 1,583, of whom 1,419 are Moslems and-107. 
Christians. Only one-seventh of the total (220) 
are Egyptians, while of 1,227 as nearly as 
possible one-half (614) are Arabs, 184 being 
Blacks, 1383 Berberine, and 846 ‘ mixed 
natives” ; 86 are returned as neither Egyptian 
nor native. :
